GIRL  RESERVE  DEPARTMENT 


Who  We  Are 

Realizing  that  womanhood  is  very  largely  made  or 
marred  during  the  early  teen  years,  the  national 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  within  the  past  few  years  laid  in- 
creasing stress  upon  the  work  with  girls  between  the 
ages  of  twelve  and  eighteen.  All  girls  in  this  de- 
partment are  known  as  “Girl  Reserves”  (a  reserve 
force  for  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  the  future.) 

What  We  Do 


For  the  use  of  these  Girl  Reserves  is  prepared  such 
a varied  and  comprehensive  program  that  each  girl 
is  given  an  opportunity  and  a challenge  to  the  ex- 
pression of  the  very  best  in  herself.  Hikes,  games, 
parties,  vespers,  sings,  handcraft,  community  service, 
Mother  and  Daughter  events  and  summer  camp  fur- 
nish wdiolesome  activities  for  the  Girl  Reserves.  Each 
activity  is  an  attempt  to  interpret  life  to  the  girl 
in  such  a way  that  she  may  find  God  in  the  com- 
monest of  every  day  experiences  and  that  she  may 
have  a clearer  knowledge  of  her  relationship  to  God 
and  to  life  as  a whole.

How  We  Do  It 

At  present  this  department  is  functioning  through 
the  high  schools  and  the  churches.  About  335  girls 
are  being  reached  in  this  way.  The  total  number  of 
clubs  organized  for  the  year  is  14.  During  the  first 
six  months  of  the  past  year  the  work  was  handicapped 
by  the  fact  that  there  was  on  the  staff  no  secretary 
for  Girl  Reserves.  But  because  of  the  loyalty  of 
the  club  advisors  and  the  sympathetic  co-operation 
of  Mrs.  Youtz,  general  secretary,  interest  was  sus- 
tained to  the  end  of  the  school  year.  In  July  six 
girls  were  sent  to  the  conference  for  High  School 
girls  at  Okoboji,  chaperoned  by  Miss  Alice  Rogers, 
an  advisor  of  the  Hi-Yette  club,  Washington  H.  S. 
Reorganization  of  clubs  was  well  and  enthusiastically 
accomplished  by  the  girls. 

In  the  absence  of  a secretary  in  this  department 
work  among  the  younger  girls  of  the  teen  age  was 
carried  on  by  the  girls  of  Coe  College  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Youtz.  Clubs  were  organized  in 
the  various  churches  of  the  city  and  have  a member- 
ship at  present  of  about  150. 

A club  of  colored  Girl  Reserves  is  sponsored  by 
Mrs.  W.  H.  Beshears,  a graduate  of  the  University 
of  Iowa,  and  who  is  active  in  club  work  with  people 
of  her  race.  This  club  has  had  an  enrollment  of 
eighteen  during  the  past  year. 

At  Camp  Wapsie  Y. 

( 1 Camp  is  teaching  me  to  be  an  all-round  girl  * ’ — 
“ You  ’ll  learn  to  be  truthful,  unselfish,  and  to  help 
others ” — “It  teaches  you  to  make  your  own  beds 
which  we  have  learned  out  here  if  your  mother  is  too 
busy” — “I  have  gotten  more  out  of  Camp  Bible 
Study  than  any  other  I have  ever  taken”  — “We  are 
taught  to  keep  our  teeth  clean  and  to  be  neat  ’ ’ — 
“The  bandaging  class  helps  us  to  know  what  to  do 
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when  our  younger  brothers  get  hurt ,f  — “It  helps 
us  to  know  what  to  do  at  home  making  our  home 
happy  instead  of  laying  around  complaining. ' ’ Thus 
wrote  some  of  our  youngest  on,  “What  Camp  Has 
Meant  to  Me.  ’ ’ These  girls  were  among  those  who, 
because  of  the  generosity  of  some  individual  or  the 
gifts  of  some  organization,  were  having  a real  vaca- 
tion perhaps  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives.  The 
Business  and  Professional  Club,  Woman’s  Club, 
Quaker  Oats,  Cultus  and  Tuesday  Study  clubs  brought 
much  happiness  and  well-being  to  a considerable  num- 
ber of  small  girls  who  needed  and  appreciated  an  out- 
ing. Bible  study,  nature  study,  handcraft,  games, 
swimming,  bed-making,  bandaging  (under  the  super- 
vision of  a trained  nurse),  camp-fire  in  the  still  beauty 
of  the  council  circle,  each  found  a place  in  our  daily 
schedule. 

The  Girl  Reserve  Committee 

Perhaps  no  phase  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  work  is  more 
dependent  upon  an  effective  committee  than  the 
Girl  Reserve  department.  Each  club  must  have  one 
or  more  interested  advisors.  These  advisors  must  be 
directed  by  competent  executives. 

At  the  head  of  the  department  is  an  executive  com- 
mittee made  up  of  chairmen  for  each  division  of  the 
work  : 

Chairman  of  High  School  Work  — Mrs.  Wayne 
Foster. 

Chairman  of  Public  School  Work  — Mrs.  Wm.  Den- 
nis. 

Chairman  of  Church  Clubs  — Mrs.  W.  A.  Preston. 

Chairman  of  Program  Material  — Mrs.  Elmer 
Spence. 

In  each  sub-committee  the  executive  meets  the 
advisors  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  to  discuss 
plans  and  material  for  their  work  and  the  welfare  of 
the  clubs  as  a whole.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Coe  College 
has  been  most  helpful  in  providing  leadership  for  our 
clubs. 

A joint  meeting  of  all  sub-committees  is  held  once 
ir  three  months.  At  present  the  committee  numbers 
twenty-five. 
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It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  Girl  Reserve  de- 
partment will  rise  or  fall  in  measure  as  it  receives 
or  fails  to  receive  the  loyal  interest  and  support  of 
it’s  committee  and  of  the  association  as  a whole.

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  present  time  the  Industrial  Federation  is 
composed  of  six  organized,  self-governing  clubs,  with 
a total  membership  of  about  115  girls.  The  purpose 
of  the  Federation  as  expressed  in  it’s  Constitution 
is  “to  promote  among  it’s  members  a spirit  of  com- 
radeship, provide  for  their  education,  deepen  their 
spiritual  life,  and  to  improve  the  industrial  standards 
of  the  community.” 

Federation  Activities 

Classes. 

At  various  times  throughout  the  year  classes  have 
been  offered  in  Basket  Weaving,  Ukelele,  Cooking, 
sewing,  Dramatic  Art,  Gymnasium  and  Aesthetics. 
Discussion  courses  have  been,  “Things  Every  Busi- 
ness Girl  Should  Know,”  “Christian  Women  in  In- 
dustry,” and  “Best  in  Books.”  These  are  all  things 
which  the  girls  themselves  desired. 

Social. 

Along  with  the  class  work  has  come  many  good 
times.  Some  of  the  outstanding  social  events  were 
two  joint  affairs  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The  first 
of  these  was  a “Hare  and  Hound  Hunt”  held  in  the 
spring,  and  the  other  a Hallowe  ’en  party.  The 
Quaker  Oats  club  entertained  the  entire  Federation 
membership  with  a supper  and  party  in  the  Quaker 
Oats  dining  room  toward  the  close  of  Federation  activ- 
ities last  May.  Later  in  the  spring  the  girls  came 
together  in  a “Mother  and  Daughter”  banquet. 
A boat  trip  up  the  river,  and  the  Annual  Christmas 
party  were  two  other  special  events. 

Social  Service. 

A fine  example  of  the  spirit  of  giving  was  evinced 
when  the  Quaker  Oats  club  voted  its  share  of  the 
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Annual  Paper  day  fund  to  the  Colored  club,  in  order 
that  a delegate  from  that  group  might  attend  a sum- 
mer conference. 

At  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  time  the  various 
clubs  fitted  up  a total  of  twelve  baskets  as  a part  of 
community  service. 

Conferences. 

The  Federation  sent  its  representative  to  the  Annu- 
al Mid-Winter  Conference  of  Industrial  Girls  of  this 
Region,  and  also  made  it  possible  for  nine  girls  to 
attend  the  summer  conference  at  Okoboji.  The  funds 
for  expenses  were  raised  by  the  giving  of  a Carnival 
Ice-cream  Socials,  Candy  Sales,  and  Private  Contribu- 
tions. 

Student-Industrial  Co-operation. 

A group  of  girls  from  the  Federation  and  a similar 
group  from  the  Coe  College  Y.  W.  C.  A.  spent  many 
interesting  evenings  in  open  forum  discussing  the 
subject  “Have  Women  Invaded  Man’s  Field  of 
Work,”  The  two  groups  also  held  several  social 
events  together. 

Business  College  Club. 

The  Business  College  club  after  a series  of  activi- 
ties including  monthly  parties,  disbanded  at  the  close 
of  the  school  year  in  1922  and  will  not  be  reorganized 
under  the  Industrial  Department. 

Colored  Clubs. 

Special  effort  has  been  made  with  this  group  to 
separate  the  older  from  the  younger  members  in  order 
to  standardize  their  work.  The  Alpha  club  which  is 
composed  of  the  older  girls  comes  under  the  Industrial 
Department.  This  club  meets  every  Wednesday  night 
for  class  work  and  gymnasium. 

Finale. 

1 1 The  richest  thing  in  our  club  activities  is  the 
constant  forming  of  new  friendships  and  the  working 
together  in  a friendly  way  for  the  accomplishment  of 
bigger  achievements  and  finer  standards  than  any  of 
us  can  attain  alone.”  (Extract  from  a letter  written

DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

“The  human  body  is  the  great  poem  of  the  Great 
Author,  not  to  learn  how  to  read  it,  to  spell  out  its 
meaning,  to  appreciate  its  beauties,  or  attempt  to 
fathom  its  mysteries  or  adjust  it  to  the  laws  of 
health,  its  a tragedy.” 

What  a price  mortals  pay  for  their  ignorance ! 
Health  can  be  acquired,  invested  and  made  to  yield 
compound  interest,  be  doubled  and  re-doubled. 

A thoroughly  healthy  person  is  full  of  optimism, 
“He  rejoices  like  a strong  man  to  run  a race.”  Our 
health  ideal  must  not  stop  at  the  avoidance  of  invalid- 
ism, but  should  aim  at  exuberant  and  exultant  health 
— there  should  be  an  eagerness  to  become  a well- 
spring  of  energy.  “Use  or  lose”  is  nature’s  motto, 
hence  we  live  by  radiation,  not  by  absorption.  It 
is  what  we  give,  not  what  we  get  that  determines  our 
worth  to  the  world. 

The  aim  of  the  department  of  Health  Education 
is  to  make  available  opportunities  for  every  girl  and 
woman  to  increase  her  capacity  for  health  and  happi- 
ness. That  results  have  been  obtained  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  so  large  a number  come  year  after 
year  for  wholesome  recreation  and  individual  health 
gymnastics,  other  for  Classic  and  Interpretive  work, 
thus  giving  the  girl  with  artistic  temperament  and 
vivid  imagination  an  opportunity  for  an  outlet  to 
express  her  inner  emotions  in  noble  and  beautiful 
ideals. 

Competitive  and  group  games  are  open  to  children, 
high  school  girls,  business  and  at  home  women. 

Aside  from  general  class  work,  there  are  medical 
and  physical  examinations  for  all  those  who  are  en- 
rolled in  regular  class  work.  Lectures  and  talks  on 
hygiene  are  given  during  the  year’s  work. 

Through  the  summer  months  swimming  is  indispens- 
able for  recreation.  In  the  summer  of  1921  the  first 
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Y.  W.  C.  A.  Life  Saving  Corps  of  Cedar  Bapids 
was  organized  with  a membership  of  11  pupils.  Last 
summer  9 pupils  passed  the  Life  Saving  Test  under 
Mr.  C.  A.  Daubert,  and  received  their  certificates. 

Aside  from  activities  within  the  department,  four 
girls  were  sent  to  Geneva  Conference  last  summer, 
half  of  the  expenses  being  met  by  the  special  fund 
of  the  department  of  Health  Education,  contributions 
having  also  been  made  to  the  foreign  work  in  Buenos 
Aires,  South  America,  and  to  help  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
in  the  disaster  at  Astoria,  Oregon. 

Social  activities  are  stressed  as  part  of  the  year's 
program.  More  than  20  social  functions  were  en- 
joyed last  year,  some  of  these  were  in  connection 
with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Several  public  entertainments 
have  been  given.  During  the  year  two  pageants,  one 
Christmas  program  followed  by  a party.  More 
than  25  requests  have  come  from  the  public,  to  fur- 
nish entertainments  at  various  social  functions.  These 
have  been  met,  and  much  appreciated  by  the  different 
organizations.  A swimming  meet  was  held  at  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  pool  July  13th,  and  the  last  demonstration 
August  16th.  Thirty-five  people  took  part  in  the 
first  meet.  A large  and  enthusiastic  audience  wit- 
nessed the  performance. 

The  first  Junior  Vesper  service,  attended  by  over 
one  hundred,  opened  the  Junior  work  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

This  year  the  department  has  been  making  history. 
Owing  to  the  large  enrollment  of  Juniors  and  Seniors 
it  has  been  necessary  to  add  another  Health  Secre- 
tary to  the  staff  — Miss  Fanny  Sutter  of  Geneva, 
N.  Y.,  and  Miss  Mable  Sperry  to  assist  in  Classic 
and  Interpretive  work.  The  gymnasium  has  proved 
far  too  small  to  accommodate  the  present  number 
of  pupils,  so  the  auditorium  and  playroom  have  been 
especially  equipped  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
class  work.

CITY  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  Mrs.  Lemon  gave 
full  time  to  the  City  Service  Department,  but  in  the 
fall  the  work  of  the  department  was  divided,  thus 
reducing  the  staff,  and  therefore  amount  of  outside 
work  that  can  be  done. 

Employment  Department 

Since  September,  1922,  the  employment  service  has 
been  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  duties  at  the 
main  desk.  The  department  has  especially  aimed  to 
make  placements  which  would  give  mutual  satisfac- 
tion to  both  employer  and  employee,  and  as  much 
time  and  consideration  as  possible  has  been  given 
to  this  phase  of  the  work  so  that  applicants  might 
be  placed  where  they  would  be  best  fitted  and  where 
they  would  give  the  best  service. 

The  employment  service  has  placed  1003  of  the  ap- 
plicants the  last  year.  There  have  been  1340  inter- 
views with  applicants  and  1370  requests  from  employ- 
ers.

Rooms  Registry 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  service  of 
Rooms  Registry  has  been  very  real  during  the  year 
which  is  past.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  about 
30  per  cent  of  the  women  who  have  availed  themselves 
of  this  service  are  20  years  of  age  or  younger.  Busi- 
ness college  girls  and  young  shop  girls  come  with 
the  confidence  that  any  room  to  which  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
sends  them  will  be  a place  of  comfort  and  safety. 
There  have  been  approximately  250  applications  for 
rooms.  Applications  for  transient  rooms  number  163. 
Rooms  listed  for  rent,  approximately,  300. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  visit  all  the 
rooms  offered  for  rent  to  determine  their  suitability 
for  different  types  of  girls  and  investigate  the  refer- 
ences which  those  desiring  roomers  are  asked  to  fur- 
nish. In  this  way  the  girls  and  women  may  be  hap- 
pily housed.

CAFETERIA  DEPARTMENT 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Cafeteria,  equipped  to  serve  the 
general  public  in  the  cafeteria  and  to  serve  smaller 
groups  and  private  parties  in  the  tea  rooms,  is  the 
only  income  producing  department  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
During  August  and  September,  after  the  resignation 
of  the  secretary  in  charge,  it  was  closed  for  repairs 
and  redecoration,  and  is  now  open  under  a new  direc- 
tor. Many  special  groups  are  served  regularly  in 
the  Tea  Room,  the  Industrial  Federation,  Quaker 
Oats,  Executive  Council,  Social  Workers  Council, 
weekly  luncheon  of  Business  and  Professional  Club, 
Commercial  Club,  etc.  27,500  meals  were  served  dur- 
ing the  year  in  the  cafeteria,  and  3,348  in  the  Tea 
room.  Many  special  banquets  have  been  served  in- 
cluding Washington  High  School  football  banquet, 
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Grant  High  School  football  banquet,  Mother  and 
Daughter  banquet,  Annual  Dinner  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
etc.  Men  and  women  are  both  welcome  at  both  the 
noon  and  evening  meals.

GIRLS’  COMMERCIAL  CLUB 

The  Girls’  Commercial  Club,  an  organization  for 
bookkeepers  and  stenographers,  held  ten  regular  meet- 
ings during  the  past  year.  The  program  consisted  of 
educational  talks  given  by  people  of  the  city,  one 
forum  in  which  the  girls  discussed  topics  of  special 
interest,  and  a number  of  parties.

Recently  it  was  decided  to  withdraw  from  both

given  to  the  Community  House  work.  The  pledge 
for  the  work  of  Miss  Ruth  Sheldon  in  South  America 
amounted  to  almost  $50.00.

MEMBERSHIP  DEPARTMENT 

Membership  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  does  not  mean 
“special  privileges”  for  the  member  which  the  non- 
member cannot  enjoy.  It  does  mean  being  one  of 
a large  group  of  women  and  girls,  each  of  whom  be- 
lieve in  the  purpose  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  is  willing 
to  share  her  time,  talent  and  herself  to  help  make 
Cedar  Rapids  a Christian  community  and  one  safe 
for  its  womanhood.  It  means  not  only  standing  back 
of  the  girlhood  of  this  city,  but  the  girlhood  of  the 
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world,  for  being  a member  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  makes  one  a member  of  the  largest  women’s 
organization  in  the  world,  with  1278  organizations  in 
the  United  States.  There  are  also  Y.  W.  C.  A.  ’s  in 
40  countries  of  the  world.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

In  making  a report  of  the  Religious  Education  de- 
partment, attention  must  be  called  to  the  fact  that, 
underlying  every  phase  of  work,  is  the  purpose  of 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Therefore  “ religious  education” 
permeates  every  activity.  The  direct  work  of  the  de- 
partment includes  Bible  classes,  Vesper  Services  and 
series  of  talks,  as  well  as  education  on  the  needs 
of  women  and  girls  in  other  lands.  During  the  year 
Dr.  Ward  of  Coe  College  conducted  a course  on 
1 1 Literary  Interpretation  of  the  Bible,  ’ ’ Mrs.  May 
Pardee  Youtz  a class  for  business  girls  using  Fos- 
dick ’s  ‘ ‘ Meaning  of  Service,  ’ ’ Dr.  H.  F.  Milligan 
also  gave  a series  of  bible  talks.  This  department 
co-operated  in  the  Gospel  Crusade  by  working  especial- 
ly with  the  Woman’s  Bible  Class  Committee. 

Formal  Vesper  Services  are  held  at  irregular  in- 
tervals, chief  among  these  being  the  service  for 
Juniors  under  the  auspices  of  the  Physical  Depart- 
ment, the  Girl  Reserve  service  and  the  Christmas 
service.  In  addition,  many  story  hours  and  “at 
homes”  have  been  held. 
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World  Fellowship  has  been  stressed  chiefly  through 
the  observance  of  the  World's  Week  of  Prayer  in 
November  and  through  talks  on  other  countries  to  the 
various  clubs  of  the  Association. 

For  several  years  the  Cedar  Rapids  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
has  shared  with  Clinton  the  support  of  a Physical 
Director  in  Buenos  Aires,  South  America,  Miss  Ruth 
Sheldon,  our  representative,  writes  ‘ 1 the  activities  for 
the  year  include  classes  in  gymnastics,  swimming  and 
tennis;  volley  ball  tournaments,  basket  ball,  hikes, 
parties,  health  lectures,  promoting  an  Association 
camp,  First  Aid  classes."
